conference to Germany

of four of the main points present­ 
ed by the Germans. The points made 
by the Germans which were grant­ 
ed by the conference were: 
F ir s t— In order to 
make German 
trade 
more 
stable 
the 
Versailles 
treaty must be amended so that all 
the allies will remove from German 
interests abroad all danger of com- 
liseation. This has already been done 
by 
England and Italy. 
Second- Because she is obliged to 
import heavily, 
Germany 
must be 
permitted to reconstruct 
her 
mer­ 
chant marine. 
The Japanese 
dele­ 
gates urged the acceptance of this 
proposition to the extent of 350,000 
tons. 
Third

further revision of
